day, Feb. 18, to get your name 
on the dotted line, City Clerk 
A. H. Bartlett warned this 
week. 

Registration of voters for the

coming municipal election muat 
be completed by the 18th, Bart­ 
lett said. Those not registers .1 
by that date will be Ineligible to 
vote for city councilmen, cleric, 
treasurer, and on the proposed 
bond issues which will be on 
the city ballot. 

A short flurry of activity In

the City Clerk's office heralded 
the opening of nominations for 
city offices Friday morning. First 
In line to take out nominating 
papers was Mrs. Harriett Leech, 
city treasurer. Papers were Is­ 
sued also to Attorney Albert 
Iscn, who has -indicated unof­ 
ficially that he will be a candi­

date for the City Council; to 
Mrs. A. D. DIMaylc, whose hus­ 
band Is reportedly Interested In 
a council seat; and to F. W. 
Burk, of Seaside Heights, who 
will probably be a cahdldate for 
the council. , 

City Clerk Bartlett is finish-

Ing 34 years in that office and 
has not Indicated whether he .will 
be a candidate again for re- 
election. 

'TH have something to say 
about that in a few days," Bart­ 
lett said. 

Seats on the council now held

by Willys G. Blount and Har­ 
vey B. Spelman Jr., will be at 
stake In the April 13 city elec­ 
tion. The other three councilmen, 
Mayor Menrin M. Schwab, Nick 
Dralo, and Victor E. Benstead, 
have two more years to serve. 

Councilman Spelman says he

is definitely out of the race, and 
Blount said he wouldn't have 
anything to say on the matter 
for "a week or 10 days." Clos­ 
ing date for filing nomination 
papers is noon, March 4. 

Absentee ballots for those 
registered voters who will be

out of town on the date of the 
election may be obtained by ap­ 
plying In writing to the City 
Clerk at the Torrancc City Hall 
between March 24 and April 8, -

I'Fake Doctor1 
Robbery Gang 
Caught in LA.

The Los Angeles bunko squad 
rounded up nine members of a 
"fake-doctor" robbery gang Fri­ 
day, two of whom were proba 
bly responsible for a theft In 
Torrance two weeks ago. 

Jack Nielson, 74, of 4171 W. 
190th St., told police recently 
that two men had approached 
him in the yard of his home, 
Identified themselves as doctors, 
and offered to give him a free 
check-up. 

After an examination of h 1 s 
back, the pair departed and 
Nielson discovered that his wal­ 
let, containing $400, had depart­ 
ed, too. 

This same method of opera­ 
tion was ascribed to the nine 
men picked up in Los Angeles. 
Capt. Harry Did ion, head of the 
police bunko squad, estimated 
that the gang had cleared about 
116,000 In the last six weeks In 
Los Angeles, Torrance, Glendale, 
VOntebello, Alhambra and Pa 
HWBna by taking advantage of 
elderly men.

an almost futile effort to keep ahead of the downpour of rain 
as areas from the northeast section of the city to the southwest 
became flooded.

Heaviest hit was the 166th and Falda Ave. area In North 
  r      : :    * Torrance and the bowl.In Holly­ 

wood Riviera which has its bot­ 
tom along the 100 block on Pa- 
sea de: Qracia, In both areas, 
city crews battled to keep wa­ 
ter out of homes.

Between 30 and 30 families 
were preparing to leave their 
homes yesterday evening near 
the 166th and Falda Ave. inter­ 
section as the water threatened 
to inundate the homes.

Downtown, the five-points in­ 
tersection at Cabrlllo, Canon, 
and Cravens was flooded again, 
and sandbags were brought Into 
play to keep water out of stores. 

By 3:30 yesterday afternoon, 
(Torranoe had received 1.55 Inch­ 
es of rain during the storm. It 
brought the year's total to 6.49 
inches. Last year at this time 
the city had received 5.87 inches 
and received 7.87 Inches all 
year. (Fire Department figure* 
are kept from June to June).

City and county crews closed 
off Western Ave. yesterday af­ 
ternoon after 3 o'clock when wa­ 
ter began undermining the road­ 
way. Traffic was diverted at 
174th St. and at 182nd St.
